REPORT 


OF THE

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Selectmen and People of Danbury : 


Your Superintending School Committee, having gone the round 
of his duties for the past year, has the honor to report that our 
school systern has been in operation during this period in a success- 
ful manner. . 


The appended statistical table gives the names of the Prudential 
Committees and teachers, the length of the schools, the number of 
scholars, the amount of money received by the districts, and the 
wages of the teachers per month, including board. 


Other particulars may be mentioned, as follows: 


District No. 1. 


On visiting the.school during the first term, I took note of the 
quietness. pains-taking, and efficiency of the teacher and ‘the docil- 
ity and working’ habits of the scholars.: What was learned was 
well learned, and was highly satisfactory in amount. 


The second term; with its larger scholars, and its laborious and 
kind-hearted teacher, was in every respect excellent. Both teacher 
and scholars went to school for work. Several of the older schol- 
ars were necessarily absent at the close. 


District No. 2, 


This school commenced with two scholars and closed with one, 
and was a demonstration that a large number is not necessary to 
the highest success. Book Keeping was’ among the studies, and it 
was well mastered. 


District No. 3.—No school,

District No. 4. 


The lady teacher of the first term here had a better opportunity 
for displaylng her talents, (which are very good,) than in No. 2. 
She had new a school of nine—seven of whom were present at the 
close. ‘There were some excellent recitations. Like some other 
schools, this was too small for anything but good order. 

In the winter, this school again closed with seven scholars—the 
ill health of some of the older ones having been, in fact, the source 
of its reduction in numbers. Book Keeging here found an active 
student. The teacher was one who will have a good school where- 
ever employed. 


Districr No. 5. 


The Summer term was taught by a mother. Her best endeavors 
were put forth ; and good order and good progress in study, togeth- 
er with the warm affection of her pupils, were her reward. 

The Winter term was under the care of one of our best lady 
teachers. ‘There was good order, some excellent spelling, and ev- 
ery characteristic of a fine school. % 


District No. 6. 


This large school had, for the first term, a thoroughly qualified 
and well disposed teacher. Against the common application of the 
sentiment that ‘‘a prophet is not without honor save in his own 
country,” she labored quite successfully ; and at the close it was 
evident that the term had been highly profitable to the scholars. 

In the Winter, this school was very large, and yet in every res- 
pect very good. ‘The recitations, and especially the order on the 
cosing day, were such as to do great credit to the scholars, and to 
show that the teacher had gained their good will to a remarkable 
degree, and had proved himself eminently qualified for his task. 


Districr No. 7. 


For both terms this school was favored with experienced and ex- 
cellent teachers. It has in it many orderly, studious, and advancing. 
scholars. But a little more of the spirit of order, on the part of a 
large number, would be a very great improvement... 


Distrricr No. 8. 


Both terms were taught by one teacher, who has been well tried, 
and not’ found wanting. Among the few scholars, there were a

good proportion of a high character, doing credit to themselves and 
their instructress. . 


District No. 9. 


The teacher in Sammer was young, unassuming, and well dis“ 
posed; and’ one who gives promise of much usefulness. Her 
scholars were well behaved, and made good improvement. 

~The Winter teacher had the advantage of experience and a per- 
fect acquaintance with her scholars ; and was most happy in seeing 
good order and giving a true excellence:to all the exercises of the 
school. ae | | 


District No. 10. 


There is in this district material for a very fine school. But the 
teacher. of the first term did not succeed in making it appear to the 
best advantage. I will venture to attribute the evil to her extreme 
youthfulness, and not seeing the necessity of keeping*more close 
company with her books out of school. 

The Winter term had a teacher of excellent qualifications, and 
the schoo? brightened up to its rank among the best sehools in town. 


Our great study is Arithmetic. In it we have smart scholars in 
almost every school. In Grammar, (another of the difficult branches, ) 
we are not behind; while in Reading, Spelling, Geography and 
Penmanship, the attainments of our young people are of a high or- 
der. 

A few scholars have shown very commendable energy in unrav- 
eling the mysteries of Algebra,—a study that is more popular than 
useful. At least its utility is confined to the eultivation of the men- 
tal powers, excepting when the student is preparing to teach. 
'Those higher studies which would be of use every day, such as 
Book Keeping, Astronomy and Philosophy, are almost wholly neg- 
lected. 3 

Our school system has power on its side. If it moves steadily 
and strongly forward, it is better than if attention were principally 
attracted by oceasional brilliant displays. And yet, greater interest 
seems called for, Our common schools are the seminaries in which 
the great majority of our children obtain their education for the

Stern emergencies of life. Our citizens eannot- do’ too much for 
them. 

Our school houses are not kept in repair as they should be, for 
the health and comfort of the scholars. | | 

A private school was kept, in the Autumn, in District No. 6, by 
Miss Susie R. Le Bosquet ; and one of the same description in the 
Autumn of 1867, by Miss Ellen F. Clough, which I failed to men- 
tion in my report of that year. Both of these were an. addition to 
the privileges of our young people. 

Acknowledging the efficient co-operation of the prudential com- 
mittees of the several districts, I respectfully submit the views now 
expressed.
